Known among his colleagues ‘as a progressive, capable man, with 


an eye to the future, Major Gén- 
eral Franklin A. Hart -was en- 
rolled at the Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute (Auburn) where he 
received his bachelor of science 
degree in Mining Engineering in 
1915. Actively participating in a 
wide variety of sports and carry- 
ing through with this avid inter- 
est for his entire stay at Auburn, 
he became captain of his class 
football team and later a mem- 
ber of the varsity football, track, 
and soccer teams for four con- 
secutive years. He was selected 
for membership in the Sigma Phi 
Epsilon. Fraternity, served as al 
member of the Hop Committee, | 
and led the senior ball. 


Born September 16, 1894 in 
Cuthbert, Ga., he began his edu- 
cation at the public schools in 
Eufaula, which he = considers! 
home, and later entered prepara- 
tory school at Ouachita College, 
Arkadelphia, Arkansas. 


His first employment was as 
rodman with the Tennessee Coal 
and Tron Company of Pratt City, 
Alabama, but later, upon the 
recommendation of former Au- 
burn coach Mike Donahue,’ ac- 
cepted the position of athletic 
director at Disque High School, 
in Gadsden, where in addition he 
taught chemistry, physics, biolo- 
Sy, algebra, geometry, and phy- 
sical geography as well.

He was called to active duty 
on June 19, 1916, and served on 
the Mexican Border, at Nogales, 
Arizona, with the Second Ala- 
bama Infantry, and while there 
successfully completed the com- 
petitive examination for entrance 
into the Marine Corps to be ¢om- 
missioned a second lieutenant 
February 6, 1917. He underwent 
basic training at Marine Corps 
Officers Basic School, Marine 
Barracks, Norfolk, Virginia. 


His first-Marine Corps assign- 
ment was aboard the USS Ver- 
mont as junior officer of the 
ship’s marines until December, 
1917, when he was promoted to 
captain and given command of 
the Detachment. While aboard 
the Vermont, then part of the At- 
lantic Fleet based at Yorktown, 
Virginia, he coached and played 
quarterback on the ship’s foot- 
ball team during the 1917 season. 
He led the team on to win the 
Aflantic Fleet Championship. 


Served in France in 1918 


During World War I, in Sep- 
ember, 1918, having been order- 
ed to France, he first com- 
manded Company “B”, Machine 
Gun Battalion, Fifth Marine Bri- 


gade, but because the war was

He returned to the United 
States in August, 1919, only to be 
transferred to Santo Domingo 
where: he served one year as a 
district Commander in the Guar- 
dia Nacional Dominicana and 15 
months as Commander of a com- 
pany engaged in active opera- 
tions against bandits in the east- 
ern district in a manner so as ‘to 
receive a commendation from 
his brigade commander for out- 
standing performance of duty. 


His next post (December, 1921) 
Was adjutant of Marine Barracks, 
Washington, D.C., during which 
time he also commanded the 
crack marine scoring detachments 
at National Rifle Matches, Camp 
Perry, Ohio, for the years 1922 
and 1923. 

On April 19, 1923; in the Chap- 
el at Fort Benning, while under- 
going training in The Infantry 
School, General Hart married the 
former Miss Katherine Killeen 
Costello of Washington, 
Franklin A. Hart, Jr., a son born 
of this union on July 30, 1932, 
and now attending Porter Mili- 
tary Academy, at Charleston, S.

cal analysis. He was named win- 
ner in 1933 of the Herty Research 


Medal for outstanding research 


by a Southern scientist. 


Using the magneto-optic. de- 
vice, an instrument of the high- 
est sensitivity known on detect- 
ing chemical compounds and ele- 
ments, Dr. Allison announced the 
discovery of the two missing ele- 
ments, numbers 85 and 87. These 
he named Alabamine and Vir- 
ginium for his adopted and na- 
tive states. This discovery, along 
with the discovery. of the heavy 
isotope of hydrogen, was an- 
nounced in the early 1930s. 


Dr. Allison has gathered about 
him promising young scientists. 
Among them is Dr. Raymond 
Pepinsky, research professor, 
whose work in X-Ray Crystallo- 
graphy has gained nationwide at- 
tention. Financed by a grant of 
$15,000 from the Signal Corps, Dr. 
Pepinsky has developed a device 
for studying the periodic oscilla- 
tions of crystals in sugars. 


The grant for studying X-Ray 


| Crystallography is expected to 


reach $38,000, involvin#five grad- 
uate students and a number of 
undergraduates. Some of the fin- 
est equipment in the nation will 
be available for students, each 
one on a. special project, each 
giving a significant contribution 
to X-Ray research. At least 10 
papers will be written. ay 

Dr. Pepinsky’s device which 
simplifies work in deducing 
structure in solids is sometimes 
called the “magic brain” because 
it computes in a few seconds 
what by ordinary methods re- 
quires weeks or months, The 
“magic brain” produces a pic- 
ture of the arrangement of atoms 
on a television screen.
